Washington, D. C., Dec, 28 — 
(A P )—The foilfw ing is the tex t of 
Price Administrator Leon Hender­ 
son's statem ert on the OPA pro­ 
gram for rationing 
commercially 
processed fruits and v egetables: 


“ The office of price adm inistra­ 
tion has been directed by the de­ 
partment of agriculture to under­ 
take the rationing of v irtually all 
commercially processed v egetables 
and fruits—canned bottled, 
and 
frozen v egetab’es, fiuits, 
juices, 
dried fruits, and all soups. 
“ Requirements 
of our 
armed 
forces, the armed forces of 
our 
allies, and Civ ilian populations of 
our allies who are unable to pro­ 
v ide adequate food for them selv es 
hav e made it recessary for us to 
institute this rationing 
program 
so that an entirely equitable dis­ 
tribution can be made of the sup­ 
plies which A-e will hav e here 
at 
home. 
Fear of “ Inequities” Told 
“ To allow rur civ ilian supplies 
to flow from processors to whole­ 
salers to retaners and finally 
to 
the consumer without regard for 
fair distribution would create fa­ 
tal inequities.

“ The new point ‘currency ’ for 
processed foods will be represented 
by blue stam ps in war ration book 
No. 
2. which contains both 
red 
and blue stam ps. 
There are a to­ 
tal of 9 6 blue stam ps, 
i.d a nu­ 
meral on the face of each shows 
its point v alue. 
Each stamp also 
bears a 
letter of 
the alphabet. 
These letters designate the ration 
period when stam ps m ay be used. 
“ For ex ample, all blue stam ps 
bearing the letters A and B; or A 
through F; or any other com bina­ 
tion, m ight be designated for use 
during a specific period.

any of the foods to be rationed. 
Points will be set for each com- j 
m odity according to his supply at * 
the time the ration period is an- ; 
nounced. 
“ 2. Possession of points merely 
entitles y ou to buy y our share; 
y ou m ust pay for 
the 
rationed 
merchandise, as usual, in dollars 
and cents. 
“ 3. The housewife has com plete 
freedom of choice. 
She can spend 
her points any w ay she wishes, 
although, of course, the item s that 
are scarce w ill hav e a higher point 
v alue, and hence, w ill use up her 
points faster. 
Posters to Be Display ed 
“ Food stores will be required to 
display prom inently 
an 
official 
OPA poster showing point v alues 
of the v arious kinds of rationed 
foods according to its supply at 
the tim e the v alues are changed 
to reflect the shifting supply sit­ 
uation. new posters w ill be issued. 
“ It is not ex pected that it will 
be necessary to announce changes 
in point v alues more often than 
once a month. 
“ The point sy stem is considered 
the sim plest practical method of 
rationing so div erse a group of 
com m odities. 
The 
rationing 
of 
coffee av d sugar is com parativ ely 
easy because we are dealing with 
single com m odities, one stam p for 
a pound

in 
distributing 
broad 
groups of foodstuffs with all of

All Supplies Considered 
“ The 
point sy stem m akes this 
freedom of choice possible.

knew, it wouldn't be

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Warns People in Sunday

New York. Dec. 28 .— (AP) — 
Gen. Hideki Tojo, w ar minister, 
warned the Japanese people Sun­ 
day that the allies were preparing 
to deliver counter-blows of “great 
importance." and said the signs 
were that “the real war is start­ 
ing now.” 
The premier’s address, delivered 
before 
the 
Japanese 
diet 
and 
broadcast by the 
German 
and 
Japanese radios, emphasized the 
“unimaginable privations and dif­ 
ficulties” being encountered 
by 
the Japanese forces in the Aleu­ 
tians and appeared aimed to re­ 
move any thoughts of an early 
victory from the minds of the 
Japanese people. 
Tojo was followed to the ros­ 
trum by Naval Minister Shigetaro 
Shimada, who softened the impact 
of the premier’s words somewhat 
by declaring that 38 per cent of 
the American, British, and Neth­ 
erlands navies had been sunk since 
the war began. 
Cites T h reat fro m Ru ssia 
But Tojo’s harsh reminder that 
Japan is “engaged day and night 
providing against air raids and 
preparing for future war develop­ 
ments” probably made a far deep­ 
er impression on his auditors, who 
have become accustomed in the 
past year to a steady diet of re­ 
ported victories. 
The ever-present threat of Rus­ 
sian Siberia to the Japanese was 
tacitly acknowledged by the pre­ 
mier in his promise to the people 
that their forces had been streng­ 
thened on the soviet border. 
“The defense of our frontier in 
the north of Manchukuo has been 
further strengthened,” he said, “in 
view of the continually changing 
world situation, so that the undis­ 
puted progress of the eastern As­ 
iatic war is guaranteed.” 
Reenforcement Difficult 
In pointing out the enormity of 
the task facing Japan in east Asia, 
Tojo estimated that the allies had 
about 1,000,000 troops and 600 air­ 
planes 
in India, with the numbers 
“continually incrtasing.” 
In the last six months he said 
an American and Chinese air force 
of 300 planes had carried out 30 
attacks on Japanese installations 
in China. He estimated the Chinese 
army at 3,600,000 men and said 
about 250 large and small battles 
had been fought 
between 
them 
and the invading Japanese. 
Allied air bases in the Solomon 
Islands, Tojo said, had made “ex ­ 
tremely difficult” the reenforce­ 
ment and supplying of Japanese 
forces in those “unhealthy reg­ 
ions.” He claimed Japanese reen­ 
forcements had reached Guadal­ 
canal, but did not specify the num­ 
ber. 
Because of frequent attacks by 
American planes based on Dutch 
Harbor W Alaska. Tojo said, “the 
privations and difficulties which 
Japanese troops have had to en­ 
dure in the Aleutian Islands are 
unimaginable.’ 
Te lls o f Hu g e Plu n d e r 
The Aleutians were mentioned, 
along with Burma, the. Solomons 
and New Guinea, as probable sites 
of 
allied 
nations 
“counter-at­ 
tacks.” 
On the profit side of the Jap­ 
anese ledger, Tojo said transports 
returning from 
plundered coun­ 
tries in the 
South 
Pacific had 
brought 1,8 00,000 tons of raw m a­ 
terials to Japan, or 70 per cent 
more than the nation’s require­ 
ments for an entire year. 
In his summary of naval war­ 
fare, Adm. Shimada said 1,100,000 
tons of allied warships had been 
sunk, including 11 battleships, 11 
aircraft carriers, 46 cruisers, 48 
destroyers, 93 submarines, and 54 
assorted other warcraft. 
These Japanese claims obvious­ 
ly were greatly ex aggerated. They 
claimed to have sunk more air­ 
craft carriers than 
the 
United 
States possessed at the start of 
the war. 
“Lost One Battleship” 
Japanese losses were placed at 
1 battleship, 3 carriers, 4 cruisers, 
15 destroyers, 9 submarines, and 
20 other fighting ships—the same 
list as was reported by the Jap­ 
anese on Dec. 7, the anniversary 
of Pearl Harbor. 
Japanese flyers were declared to 
have shot down o r otherwise de- | 
stroyed 3,8 53 allied 
planes, 
as 
against a loss of only 568 of their 
own craft. 
in addition to the allied w ar­ 
ships sunk, Shimada said 9 battle­ 
ships, 4 Carriers, 19 cruisers, 33 
destroyers, 60 submarines and 39 
other craft, had been damaged 
A total of 424 
allied 
merchant 
ahips have been sunk, he said and 
503 captured. 
Damaged Japanese warships he 
» aid, included 1 battleship, 2 car- 
riers, 3 cruisers, 9 destroyers, and 
1 submarine.

November Munition 
Production Reaches 
Peak Monthly Gain

28— (AP) — 
Munitions production in Novem­ 
b er scored the b iggest monthly 
gain since the United States b e­ 
gan to rearm in the summer of 
19 40. 
Donald M. Nelson, chairman of 
the W ar Production 
Board, 
re­ 
ported today that the volume of 
planes, tanks, guns, ammunition, 
ships and other munitions in No­ 
vemb er was 12 per cent greater 
than 
in 
Octob er, 
as 
compared 
with a rise of 4 per cent in Oc­ 
tob er over Septemb er. 
Although 
the 
percentage 
in­ 
crease was smaller than a 19 
per cent gain 
scored in 
April 
over March, Nelson said the “ab ­ 
solute gain” was greater in No­ 
vemb er, b ecause production now 
is much greater volume. 
The b ox score for Novemb er 
compared with Octob er follows: 
Airplanes, up 18 per cent; ord­ 
nance, up 13 per cent; Army and 
Navy vessels, up 9 per cent; m er­ 
chant vessels, lip 26 per cent; oth­ 
er munitions, up 9 per cent. 
Essential Items Increased 
“Many items that are needed 
most in the type of warfare now 
b eing waged in North Africa are 
among those rolling off assemb ly 
lines in greatly increased q uanti­ 
ties,” Nelson said. 
At the end of the first full year- 
after the attack on Pearl H ar­ 
b or, American plants turned out 
war materiel at ab out 4 1-3 times 
the q uantity in the month b efore 
Pearl Harb or. 
“In the next year we expect to 
produce ab out doub le the muni­ 
tions output of the last 12 months, 
and total w ar expenditures in 19 43 
should 
exceed 
$9 0.000,000,000 
compared with $52,000,000,000 in 
19 42,” Nelson said. 
He 
said 
that a few factories 
were approaching 
maximum util­ 
ization, b ut that most factories 
have not yet scheduled their op­ 
erations to more than half the 
theoretical limit of 168 
hours a 
week. 
Productive 
man-hours 
would b e increased b y almost half. 
Nelson said, if utilization of all 
plants were b rought up 
to the 
average of those with the highest. 


Co- eds at Illinois 
University to Start 
Army Training Soon 


Urb ana, 111.—Details of the new 
military organization of co-eds - 
the Women’s Auxiliary Training 
Corps—b eing formed at the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois were announced 
today b y its sponsors. 
The uni­ 
versity approved the program a 
month ago. 
The WATC will 
b ear a rela­ 
tionship to the Women’s Army 
Auxiliary corps (VVAAC) similar 
to that of the R. O. T. C. to the 
regular army. 
It is sponsored b y 
the university 
military 
depart­ 
ment and the office of the dean of 
women and will ob tain training 
aid from other university depart­ 
ments. 
Training of the unit will b egin 
Feb . 8, with the opening of the 
university’s second semester. 
Ap­ 
plications, 
accepted 
only from 
sophomore and junior girls at the 
university, are b eing received b y 
Miss Maria 
Leonard, 
dean 
of 
women. 
The 
initial 
enrollment 
will b e less than 100 and mem­ 
b ers will b e chosen 
from 
candi­ 
dates now listing their names. 
Simple Uniform Planned 
Maj. Ellis Danner, a memb er of 
the university 
military 
depart­ 
ment, said the WATCs "prob ab ly 
will wear some simple olive drab 
or tan uniform of skirt and b louse 
which they will purchase.” 
Miss 
Leonard said studies 
are 
b eing 
made to choose 
an 
inexpensive 
uniform which will b e useful later 
as an ordinary costume. 
Memb ers of the corps will sign 
up for two years of training and 
after the first year may drop out 
only with special permission. Uni­ 
versity credit toward graduation, 
similar to that for R. O, T. C. in­ 
struction, will b e given memb ers 
of the unit. 
Thus far the WAAC has not 
announced credit for training in 
the WATC, b ut it is expected that 
when actual results can b e shown 
such credit may b e given and the 
WATC recognized as a training 
adjunct to speed enlargement of 
the WAAC much as the 
R. O. T. 
C. is recognized b y the regular 
army. 
WAAC Instructio n Studied 
The WATC may not only b e­ 
come a source of pre-trained per­ 
sonnel for the WAAC, b ut its in­ 
structors, familiar with WAAC 
sub jects, also may b e valuab le to 
the army if the announced expan­ 
sion of the WAAC to 150,000 ov­ 
ertaxes 
facilities 
of 
women's 
camps. 
In such an emergency it 
would b e possib le to send W A AC’s 
to the campus for instruction. 


Coi. Leonard C. Sp 
rks, R. O. 
T. C. commandant at the univer­ 
sity, said the new corps 
is unof­ 
ficial and experimental 
and rep­ 
resents a tryout to learn how val­ 
uab le such training can b e. 
It was explained b y Maj. Dan­ 
ner that WATC trnining, like that 
given WAACs, will b e designed to 
prepare women to take 
over cleri­ 
cal and non-comb atant duties to 
free men for fighting fronts. Tech­ 
nicians now are provided the anhy 
b y the women’s auxiliary. 
Officer Courses o n Schedule 
The training will follow* that b e­ 
ing given WAACs— a two year 
schedule emb racing b asic WAAC 
instruction the first year and of­ 
ficer sub jects b eing taught in th4 
advanced course 
to 
b e 
started 
when a group 
of WATC cadets ,'ias 
completed the b asic training. 
Close order drill, without a rms, 
will b e taught the WATCs b y se­ 
lected R. O. T. C. seniors under 
supervision of 
an army cfficer of 
the military 
department 
staff. 
Advanced WATC co-eds will taka 
over the b asic training after tha 
first year. 
The b asic co urse will inCludé 
such sub jects as military custom* 
and courtesy, care of clothing a rtd

army, map reading,

Stock holm, Sweden, Dec. 28 — 
The German hig h command has 
ev olv ed a p lan to draw an aux il­ 
iary army of more than two mil­ 
lion from occup ied countries, ac­ 
cording to adv ices receiv ed from 
Berlin throug h p riv ate channels. 
This army , which is to help mak e 
up for the hug e German losses 
on the eastern front, already ex ­ 
ists on p ap er. 
Col. Gen. Fritz 
Fromm lias been named its com­ 
mander, it was rep orted. 
This aux iliary army , which is 
scheduled to come into actual be­ 
ing with the new y ear, will be en­ 
trusted only with routine task s of 
occup ation in the rear of the Ger­ 
man armies in the east and else­ 
where. liberating reg ular German 
troop s for front line duty . 
In estimates of the p lan Hol­ 
land and Belg ium hav e been p ut 
down for 
between 
600.000 and 
9 00,000 men; Estonia and Latv ia 
for 250,000; White Ruthenia for 
100,000; the Uk raine 500,000, and 
Norway , 100,000. 
Denmark will 
be p ermitted to fix its own quota. 
Ex p ect 2 0 0 ,0 0 0 
from France 
France is not ex p ected to con­ 
tribute more than 
200,000 men. 
Slov ak ia and Croatia also are in 
the p lan for small conting ents. 
The army is to be officered by 
Germans from the rank of major 
up ward. 
Lower rank s, including 
noncommissioned officers, are to 
be made up from the resp ectiv e 
national g roup s. 
It is intended to 
train the men in Germany under 
German drill officers. 
Berlin believ es ex ecution of the 
p lan will not meet with difficul­ 
ties. 
One snag , howev er, will be 
the dissident officers who are be­ 
ing k ep t more or less in custody 
since they “brok e their word of 
honor not to consp ire ag ainst the 
Germans.” 
May Require Dutch Consent 
The Netherlands g ov ernment's 
dev ision also could be required to 
leg alize the p lan. 
But Berlin may 
“cut corners” 
by 
setting 
up a 
Quisling reg ime. 
The p lan was 
believ ed diseu.sed during a recent 
v isit to Adolf Hitler by Anton 
Adrian Mussert, 
head 
of 
the 
Netherlands Nazis. 
It is whis­ 
p ered in well informed circles in 
Berlin that Dr. Rost Van Ton- 
ning en, 
p rominent 
Netherlands 
bank er and friend of Dr. Arthur 
Sey ss-Inquart, nazi g ov ernor, is 
slated for the p ost. 
The m ilitary p redicament of the 
Germans also is being reflected in 
Berlin in other 
way s. 
Alluring 
p osters holding out 
big 
induce­ 
ments to v olunteers for 
Alp ine 
units hav e been p ut up all ov er 
Berlin. 
These are tak en to indi 
cate hug e losses among ax is troop s 
fig hting in the Caucasus or on 
other sectors of the eastern front.
